Chinese Moslem refugees in 
Hongkong were sharply 
disappointed today over 
the decision by the 
Malayan Premier, Tengku 
Abdul Rahman, to give up 
the Idea of resettling these 
refugees in Malaya. 

A> spokesman for the United 
Nations Association of Hong- 
kong sald his Association noted 
the decision with much regret. 

He satd that three days ago, 
the flve-mcth Malayan delegation, 
met with officials of the United 
Nations Association of Hong- 
kong, It was explained to the 
delegation that there were not 
more than a cuuple of hundred 
Chinese Moslems who had fled 
from Northeast China = who 
might wish to be resettled In 
Malayn, , 

Although this number wus 
smal] when cumpared to the 
larger number of other refugecs, 
the Untled Nations Association 
of Hongkong had urged that oll 
possible help be given to them. 

The kesman added that 
because 7 e number of Moslem 
refugees appeared to be limited, 


there was all the more reason for 
Malaya to agree to accopt them.

Chineso saying: “Do not re- 

frain from doing good be- 

cause it seems email.” 

Besides, any acceptance of 
Chinese Moslem refugees by 
Malaya, irrespective of the 
number, would be o stirring 
precedent to encourage other 
nations to Uberate their = im- 
migration: restrictions = sgainst 
Chinese and = other Asiaa 
refugees. 

The spokesman polnted out 
that at the suggestion of a mem- 
ber of the Malaysn Moslem 
delegation, the United Netions 
Association had sent out regis- 
tration forms to a number of 
Chinese Moslem refugees. 

About 16 of theso forms have 
already been rcturned and they 
will be sent in due course to 
the Malayon Premier,
